TAXATION. 

An  attempt  was  made  in  the  Le-islnture  of  1905  to  Dasn 

l^Z  ^TT  '^^'  "^^  ^"^  ''  P^««^^  it  would  have  ad^d 
largely  to  the  revenue  from  that  source,  and  would  have 
gone  a  good  ways  to  equalize  the  burden  borrby  tS 
paying  license  taxes;  and  the  failure  to  enact  thi^  mea^ 

in  rnis  btate,  places  the  burden  of  taxation  on  thosp  wim 
are  least  able  to  bear  it.  Other  States  have  reaCd  the 
wjill  '"  °'  P«™««ng  franchise  properties  a nd^pSS 
which  are  conferred  by  the  State,  and    which  ^  pS 
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large  profits  to  their  owners,  to  escape  taxation  while 
thej  are  protected  by  government  supported  by  taxes  im- 
posed upon  other  property.  The  tax  payers  of  this  State 
are  entitled  to  justice  in  the  imposition  of  tax  burdenn. 
The  State  cannot  afford  to  permit  injustice  to  be  done 
under  its  tax  levies.  The  Supreme  Court  of  the  United 
States  has  repeatedly  held  that :  'Privileges  and  corpo- 
rate franchises  are  property  which  has  value,  produces 
income  and  passes  current  in  the  markets  of  the  world  • 
and  that  it  is  a  cardinal  rule  which  should  never  be  for- 
gotten that  whatever  property  is  worth  for  purposes  of 
income  and  gale  it  is  also  worth  for    purposes  of    taxa- 

Capital  stock,  surplus  and  undivided  profits  of  corpora- 
tions have  also  been  held  by  the  United  States  Court  as 
subject  to  taxation  by  the  Stat^and  vet  we  find  that 
capita  stock,  when  assessed  at  all,  is  assessed  almost  in- 
raviably  at  about  60  per  cent,  or  less  on  our  tax  books 
and  surplus  and  undivided  profits,  running  into  many 
thousand,  are  never  returned  for  taxation  or  assessed  for 
Its  just  proportion  of  taxes,  being  not  "visible  property,'' 
while  the  farmer,  merchant  and  real  estate  owner  and 
other  citizens  who  own  property  visible  to  the  Assessor 
are  made  to  bear  the  burden  for  the  support  of  the  Gov- 
ernment that  renders  equal  protection  to  all  alike.

Railroad  and  telegraph  taxes  are  paid  and  promptly 
distributed  to  the  different  counties  to  which*they  belong^ 
little  friction  occurring  in  this  branch  of  taxation. 


TAX  SALE  CERTIFICATES. 

The  redemption  and  sale  of  tax  sale  certificates  con- 
tmues  to  be  handled  with  intelligence,  fidelity  and 
promptness  by  the  different  clerks  of  the  counties  and  is  a 
considerable  source  of  revenue,  amounting  in  the  past

The  Legislature  has  authorized  a  tax  levy  of  IV2  mills 

and  1906  The  tax  levy  authorized  by  the  Legislature  for 
the  year  1904  was  three  mills.  In  an  official  communica^ 
tion  to  the  Governor  on  June  20,  1904,  I  reported : 

The  revenues  that  will  be  derived  during  the  coming 
year  for  general  revenue  purposes  of  the  State  from 
licenses  interest  on  State  deposits,  sale  of  fertilizpr 
stamps,  redemption  of  tax  sale  certificates,  and  other 
sources  beside  taxation,  together  with  an  increase  in  the 
property  valuation  on  the  assessment  rolls  of  the  dif 
ferent  counties  in  the  State  for  the  year  1904  will  in  mr 
opinion,  be  sufficient  to  warrant  the  reductioA  of  the  t^ 
levy  to  meet  the  current  expenses  of  the    State   and  (^ 

?h?ei  n^'T'/"  *'^'^^^'^    ^'"^^  ^'  the  S?at;,'°from 
1904,  provided  the  appropriations  to  be  made  by  the  iT- 
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islature  of  1905  are  kept  within  reasonable  bounds  and 
the  sti-ict  economy  now  enforced  in  all  of  the  State  De- 
partments is  adhered  to." 

Upon  this  reF>oit  Governor  Jenninp:8    ordered  the    tax 
levy  for  general  revenue  purposes  reduced  from  the  three 
mills  fixed  by  the  Legislntv.re  of  1903  to  one  half  of  one 
mill  for  the  year  1904.     This  levy  furnished  ample  funds 
for  the  payment  of  all  demnnds  and  on  January    1   1905 
there  was  a  bnlnnce  of    |289,418.32    in     this    fund,    as 
against  ^60,300.41  on  Jnnuary  1,  1904,  and  |228,042.26 
on  January  1,  1903.     This  balance  being  very  largely  in 
excess  of  previous  yearly  balances,  justified  the     reduc- 
tion ordered  by  Governor  Jennings,  and  the  general  rev- 
enue fund,  containing  |2S9,418.32  on  January  1,  1905, 
was  ample  to  meet  nil  usual  appropriations,     including 
naturaj  increases  in  Stnte  expenses;  but  the  Legislature 
of  1905  has  made  a  Inrire  number  of  unusual  and  extra- 
ordinary appropriations  to  be  paid  from     the     general 
revenue  fund  during  the    next  twelve    months.     Among 
them  are  the  following :

These  amounts  and  those  included  in  the  General  Ap- 
propriation Bill,  amounting  to  $472,000.00,  make  the  de- 
mands upon  the  general  revenue  fund  for  the  next  year  a 
total  of  $808,171.00,  and  in  my  judgment  necessitates  the 
tax  levy  at  the  maximum  figure  of  one  and  one-half  mills 
for  general  revenue  as  fixed  by  the  Legislature. 

I  believe,  however,  that  some  relief  may  be  given  the 
tax  payer  in  the  matter  of  j^ension  levy,  the  Legislature 
fixing  the  maximum  of  that  millage  at  four  mills  when 
three  will  probably  meet  the  demands  on  it  for  the  next 
twelve  months.

Your  communication  of  July  10th,  relative  to  the  State 
tax  levy  for  the  year  1905,  for  general  revenue  purposes 
and  for  pensions,  has  been  carefully  considered. 

The  annual  report  of  the  Comjitroller  shows  that  the 
disbursements  from  the  General  Revenue  Fund  of  the 
State  for  the  year  1904  amounts  to  $616,657.89. 

In  your  communication  you  state  that  the  appropria- 
tions made  by  the  Legislature  of  1905,  to  be  paid  from 
the  General  Revenue  Fund  for  the  next  year,  amount  to 
$868,171.00.  This  being  so,  the  disbursements  author- 
ized for  the  next  year  amount  to  $251,513.11  in  excess  uf 
the  disbursements  made  during  the  year  1904.  The  State 
tax  levy  for  the  General  Revenue  Fund  for  the  year  1904 
was  one  half  of  one  mill  and  there  was  a  balance  of 
$289,418.32  to  the  credit  of  this  fund  on  January  1,  1905. 

If  tlie  appropriations  made  for  the  next  year  were  not 
so  greatly  in  excess  of  those  for  the  past  year  the  tax 
levy  could  remain  the  same  as  it  was  for  1904 ;  but  the  un- 
usual and  extraordinary  appropriations  made  by  the 
Legislature  of  1905..  as  shown  by  your  communication, 
makes  it  necessary  to  have  more  money  in  the    General 
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flevenue  Fund  to  meet  these  appropriations.  No  new 
sources  from  which  to  derive  revenue  for  this  fund  have 
been  provided  by  law.  It  is  therefore  made  imperative 
that  tlie  tax  levy  of  1904  be  increased  to  meet  the  expendi- 
tures  required  to  be  made  by  the  Legislature. 

The  levy  of  one  and  one  half  mills  for  the    year    1905 
M  authorized  by  Chapter  5374,  Acts  of  1905,  to  provide 
for  the  appropriations  required  by  law  to  be  paid  from 
the  General  Revenue  Fund,  is  hereby  directed. 
^^.'^^^  i]^crease  in  the  taxable  property  in  the  State  and 
the  confidence  felt  that  the  good  people  of  the  State  will 
aid  m  securing  the  benefits  of  the  Pension  Fund  to  only 
those  who  are  justly  entitled  to  it,  seem  to  justify  a    re-
